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Humphrey In, Say Pros 


CHICAGO IAP) — Democrat­ 
ic Professionals ratify the claim 
of Hubert H. Humphrey’s aides 
that it's all over but the loud 
shouting and the vice president 
will be the next party presiden­ 
tial nominee.

O Brien, 
former 
postmaster 
general and 
former strategist 
for the late Sen. Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy, 
that 
Humphrey 
has 
amassed a hard rock base of 
1.400 
convention 
votes— 
with 
I.‘512 needed for the nomination 
a1 next week’s convention— got 
solid support from party leaders 
who have clocked such opera­ 
tions before. 


One 
prominent 
Democrat, 
who has stood aside from Hum­ 
phrey’s battle with Sen. Eugene 
J. 
McCarthy, 
D-Minn., 
said 
there was no doubt in his mind 
that the vice president would 
roll to an impressive victory on 
the first ballot. 


His assessm ent was backed 
by another party leader whose 
primary interest lies in the se­ 
lection of a candidate he be­ 
lieves 
can 
defeat 
Republican 
nominee Richard M. Nixon in 
November. Both asked to re­ 


main anonymous in these fore­ 
casts. 
However, 
a 
spokesman 
for 
McCarthy said 
that 
O'Brien’s 
figures presented a biased pic­ 
ture of delegate strength. Rick 
Jasculca, convention press coor­ 
dinator 
for 
McCarthy, 
noted 
that O'Brien did not give state- 
by-state rundowns. 
‘ Where did they get those fig­ 
ures?” Jasculca asked. ‘‘Any­ 
one can play the numbers game 
and this is what we feel is being 
done.” 
McCarthy and Humphrey will 
have a chance to argue the 
point in a joint television ap­ 
pearance on the three major 
networks Friday night if format 
and equal time problems can be 
solved. 
O’Brien, 
freshly 
arrived 
on 
the Chicago scene after feverish 
scanning of Washington reports 
on 
H u m p h r e y ’s 
delegate 
strength, initiated the custom­ 
ary candidates’ numbers game 
by scaling down the optimistic 
claims of advisers 
Humphrey 
has assembled here. 
Robert McCandless, Washing­ 
ton attorney in charge of chart­ 
ing Humphrey’s delegate count, 
told mn informal news confer­ 


ence he thought his candidate 
would have more than 1,700 first 
ballot votes. 
O’Brien swept this estimate 
aside with the statement that “a 
very hard and very realistic 
count” 
of 
firmly 
committed 
delegates added up the round 
figure cf 1,400. 
He said this did not take into 
account votes Humphey is ex­ 
pected to get from Califrnia, 
New York, Texas and Illinois 
delegations. 
These 
could 
ac­ 
count for a substantial portion 
of the more than 600 delegates 
he said were held by favorite 
sons or were uncommitted. 
O’Brien estimated McCarthy 
has about 600 votes. McCandless 
said he would estim ate that late­ 
comer Sen. George McGovern 
of South Dakota, attempting to 
rally 
the 
dissident 
Kennedy 
delegates, has around 27V2 votes 
at this point. 
McGovern said in Washington 
that he would not resort to a 
fourth 
party 
if Humphrey 
is 
nominated and supports contin­ 
uance 
of 
President Johnson’s 
Vietnam 
war 
policies—som e­ 
thing that McCarthy has not 
found himself able to promise 
up to this point.

Nixon declared Monday that his 
position this year was ‘‘infinite­ 
ly stronger” and that he would 
emerge a winner. 
Nixon made the statement as 
he met with Gov. George Rom­ 
n ey to plot strategy in Michigan 
during the coming months. He 
added that he expected to make 
frequent visits to the state. 
‘‘This is one of the target 
states,” Nixon said. 
‘‘One of 
what we call the Big 7. This is 
a state that we can and will 
carry in November.” 
Nixon huddled privately with 
Romney and other party lead­ 
ers for about an hour in the 
governor’s 
office. 
Afterwards, 
Nixon 
stated 
that 
Romney 
would direct the Nixon effort in 
Michigan this fall and that he 
also would travel to other states 
to stump for the former vice 
president. 
‘‘His major responsibility will 
be his home state,” Nixon said 
of Romney’s efforts. The gov­ 
ernor will campaign in other 
states, 
Nixon 
added, 
because 
‘ Romney is among four or five 
Republicans at tile national lev­ 
el who have appeal across the 
country.” 
‘ We believe we laid the foun­ 
dation for a coordinated and 
successful campaign in Mich­ 
igan.” Nixon states. ‘‘We come 
to Michigan in 1968 infinitely 


stronger than in 1960.” 
He attributed 
most 
of this 
strength to Romney, who Nixon 
said had 
done 
a 
tremendous 
job of building the party during 
the past several years. 
‘‘Romney is a fighting gover­ 
nor and 
a 
great American,” 
Nixon added. 
In 1960. Nixon received a total 
of 1.614,549 votes in Michigan. 
The late President John F. Ken­ 
nedy got 1,684.893.

Manned Flight 


For 'Saturn 5' 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. TAP) 
— The space agency has deleted 
a problem-plagued section from 
the Apollo spacecraft which is 
scheduled to be launched in De­ 
cember 
in the 
first manned 
flight of the Saturn 5 superrock­ 
et. 
The action reflects an appar­ 
ent high-level decision to beat 
Soviet cosmonauts around the 
moon. 
Air Force Maj. Gen. Samuel 
C. Phillips, Apollo program di­ 
rector for the National Aeronau­ 
tics and Space Administration, 
said Monday the flight will not 
include a manned earth-orbital 
test of 
a 
lunar module, 
the 
spacecraft 
section 
that 
will 
leave the nose of an Apollo com­ 
mand ship in lunar orbit and 
take 
two 
astronauts 
to 
the 
moon’s surface. 
Instead, he said, the 363-foot- 
tall Saturn 5 is now scheduled to 
hurl into s p a c e only a three-man 
Apollo command ship piloted by 
Air Force Col. Frank Borman 
and Maj. William A. Anders and 
Navy Oapt. Jam es A. Lovell Jr. 
‘‘The basic m ission plan is for 
operations in low earth orbit,” 
Phillips said in a news confer­ 
ence. ‘‘While preparing for that 
basic mission, we are studying 
possible alternatives,” he said. 
Preceding that first Saturn 5 
launch 
will 
be 
a 
three-man 
Apollo 
earth-orbital 
flight 
by 
Navy Capt. Walter M. Schirra 
Jr., Air Force Maj. Donn F. Ei- 
sele and Walter Cunningham, a 
civilian astronaut. The Schirra 
crew is to blast off Oct. 
ll 
aboard a Saturn I rocket, fore­ 
runner of the larger Saturn 5 
man-to-the-moon booster. 
Tf the Schirra flight, named 
Apollo 7, is good, ‘‘we may be 
able to change flight plans ac­ 
cordingly’ 
for

m is­ 
sion, Phillips said. 
Possible alternatives of the 
flight plan include penetrating 
‘‘several thousand m iles” into 
space while still rem aining in 
earth orbit or swinging around 
the moon itself, the Apollo pro­ 
gram director said. 
Sources said the possibility of 
a 
circumlunar 
flight 
was 
a 
prime consideration in NASA’s 
decision not to put a lunar mod­ 
ule on the first Saturn 5. The So­ 
viet Union reportedly plans to 
orbit 
cosmonauts 
around 
the 
moon as soon as it is technically 
able, possibly late this year or 
early 1969. 
Numerous problems have de­ 
veloped in the lunar module’s 
radar, abort guidance system 
and panel lighting connections 
inside the cockpit. The troubles 
have put the moon-landing craft 
six 
weeks 
behind 
its 
testing 
schedule, the program director 
said. 
Phillips said the alternatives 
were to delay the first manned 
Saturn 5 until January or Feb­ 
ruary or fly without the lunar 
module.

But enem y forces overran one 
allied unit, outnumbered six-to- 
one, 15 miles south of Da Nang 
today. Initial reports staid nine 
U.S. Marines and 24 South Viet­ 
namese militiamen were killed 
before U.S. fighter-bombers and 
artillery drove off the more 
than 300 attackers. 
Reinforcements were unable 
to reach the allied combined ac­ 
tion platoon because of a sec­ 
ondary 
explosion 
in 
the pla­ 
toon’s compound touched off by 
the fighting. 
No enemy casualties were re­ 
ported. 
A total of 60 allied deaths—in­ 
cluding 26 Americans—was re­ 
ported from the latest series of 
battles.

killed since the start of the lat­

enem y 
attacks 
Sunday. 
Nearly 500 of the enem y deaths 
were inflicted

The new intensification of the 
ground war after a two-month 
lull shattered hopes that the en­

Johnson told applauding, cheer­

Time after time, hfe audience 
broke in with handclaps and oc­ 
casional whistles. 
There were cries of “right, 
right!!” when he spoke of peo­ 
ple raising their voices in the 
election campaign and said he 
wanted tonight to appeal to all 
American citizens “who want 
m e to stop the bombing to tell 
m e what they are demanding of 
Hanoi.”

When the boys in Vietnam 
com e home, the President said, 
they are going to ask about the 
support we gave or denied them 
and he hopes we are not going 
to be found wanting.

The problem of the Escanaba Area Board 
of Education’s problem, with defeat of school 
operating millage for the fifth time in a year, 
is, of course, the people’s problem, because the 
schools are their schools, created and operated 
to educate their children. 
Since it is impossible to operate a school dis­ 
trict as a pure democracy with everyone actually 
taking a hand in the management, we use the 
republican system of democratically chosing rep­ 
resentatives — members of the board of educa­ 
tion — who work with professional administra­ 
tors who conduct the school program with the 
aid of the faculty and the non-professional help. 
Facing the impossibility of operating the 
schools with their present program with the 
money available, the board of education asked 
the district for a levy of 5.4 mills for 2 years to 
avoid increasing the $90,000 deficit already bur­ 
dening the district. (School operation last year 
cost more than the schools took in. School costs 
— like those of everything else — are rising and 
school income is not rising proportionately.) 
★

The board, viewing the public school fin­ 
ancing problem after the fourth defeat of the 
millage last June, said it would try again in 
August and that if the millage failed then it 
would have to reduce school operations to bal­ 
ance income. Menominee, Kingsford and other 
U. P. school districts have faced this same prob­ 
lem and offered the same general solution, re­ 
trenchment. 
One of the economies proposed by the board 
was the elimination of school bus service. 
The Press dreads this prospect although 
this is a major economy ($70,000) and a Beam­ 
ingly logical one. Menominee proposes to drop its 
buses, too, if its millage fails. 
We fear that a consolidated school system 
of the Escanaba Area type with rural as well as 
urban districts included in it will suffer a deep 
injury of absenteeism and drop-out if getting 
their children to school is now left to parents.

The nation is greatly concerned currently 
about equality of education for all children as a 
basic element of social justice. To drop school 
buses hits at many children whose parents are 
not in good position to get them to school, be­ 
cause of lack of means or inconvenience. 
We regard the importance of school attend­ 
ance as so crucial that we are tempted to coun­ 
sel deficit financing to attain it, despite the il­ 
legality of this strategy, but we will not do it. 
While we regard the availability of public 
schooling to all as imperative, we are also mind­ 
ful that the district cannot go on enlarging the 
deficit. Tt must be paid and it will be paid only 
with difficulty. It will be all the harder to pay 
it if payment is delayed or if the deficit is en­ 
larged. 
The people are sovereign and they have 
spoken, repeatedly.

We persist in the belief that this Is a public 
error which the public will correct when it sees 
the results of its decision. 
It is a deeply hurtful, disruptive, divisive 
answer which affects the parochial school chil­ 
dren of the area as well as the public school 
children, because the buses have been transport­ 
ing all children. 
The long range solution to the school finance 
problem apparently will come only with state 
control and even greater taxes than those pro­ 
posed. 
The interim solution will come when the 
school district finally is forced to acknowledge 
that schools cost more money than they used to.

Duck Season 
New Assertions 


Cut IO Days 
Made On Pilate 


LANSING 'AP) — Michigan’s 
1968 duck season was set Mon­ 
day for Oct. 10-Nov. 8. a 10-day 
cutback from last fall. 
The kill quota for ducks also 
was reduced, from four daily 
and eight in possession last 
year to three daily and six in 
possession this year. 
The reduced hunting season 
and bag quota was decided in 
a special telephone poll of the 
State Conservation Commission. 
Commissioners agreed to the 
reductions after experts report­ 
ed that fewer ducks will be 
available this fall because of a 
poor breeding season in Canada- 
da's prairie provinces. 
The goose season was set for 
Oct. 1-Nov. 30 in the Upper Pen­ 
insula and northern lower pen­ 
insula. The southern lower pen­ 
insula season will be Oct. 10- 
Nov. 30. 
Goose bag limits will remain 
unchanged at five birds a day 
and in possession. 
The commission also changed 
the waterfowl shooting hours 
from the standard sunrise to 
sunset formula. 
Instead there 
will be a more restrictive but 
simpler 
schedule 
of 
uniform 
shooting hours divided into three 
periods of the season. 
The starting time for hunters 
will be ll a m. when the duck 
and goose seasons open.

When Sejanus was executed 
for conspiracy in October cf 31 
A.D., Maier said Tiberius im­ 
mediately 
shifted to

Semetic policy and ordered his 
governors to conciliate all Jews 
in their provinces. 
Pilate Warned 
Since Nisan 14. the Jewish 
date for the crucifixion, fell on 
Friday only on April 7, 30 A.D., 
and Aoril 3. 33 A. D., Maier 
said “this leaves the latter as 
the best option.” 
A year before Good Friday, 
Tiberius 
had 
sent 
Pilate 
a 
message warning him in “the 
most threatening language’’ to 
uphold all the religious laws of 
his Judean subjects. 
“So,”

Maier, 
“Pilate 
legally had 
little choice,

Jewish religious law demanded

offense of supreme blasphemy." 


Oil, Gas Lease 


Bids, A Record 


LANSING (AP) — Petroleum 
interests bid a record $1,123,000 
for state oil 
and gas lease 
rights offered in 24 northern 
Michigan counties at a recent 
two-week auction held in Lan­ 
sing by the State Conservation 
Department. 
The sale, largest in depart­ 
ment history, brought bids for 
546.000 acres from the 583.000 
acres that were up for lease. 
Both the acreage and bid to­ 
tal topped the previous high set 
in 1962 of $311,000 for 225,000 
acres. 
The average paid for mineral 
rights 
per 
acre 
was 
$2.05 
against $1.22 in 1962. 
A major reason for the high 
bidding was a wildcat oil strike 
last 
spring 
in 
Presque 
Isle 
County. This led to geological 
tests which indicated promising 
petroleum 
prospects 
in other 
counties in the northern lower 
peninsula. 
Most of the interest centered 
on acreage in Cheboygan. An­ 
trim, Otsego, Kalkaska. Mont­ 
morency and Grand Traverse 
Counties. 
Major bidders were the Pan 
American Petroleum Corp. of 
Fort Worth, Tex., with a total 
of $445,755. and Shell Oil Co. of 
Denver, Colo., which made bids 
totaling $278,102. 
About 85 to 90 per cent of the 
bid money will go to the state 
general 
fund. The remainder 
will be credited to the State 
Game 
and 
Fish

Fund.
